"The  following  is  an  English  translation 
unofficially  issued  by  the  Japanese  Foreign  Office 
12  of  the  unofficial  statement  issued  by  the  Foreign 
1  Office  on  April  17,  1934,  known  as  the  ’Ar.au  State¬ 
ment’  : 
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"Owing  to  the  special  ncsiticr.  of  Japan  in 
her  relations  with  China,  her  views  and  attitude  re¬ 
specting  matters  that  concern  China,  ray  net  agree 
ir.  every  point  with  those  of  foreign  nations;  but  it 
must  be  realized  that  Japan  is  called  upon  to  exert 
the  utmost  effort  in  carrying  out  her  mission  and  in 
fulfilling  her  special  responsibilities  in  East  Asia. 

"Japan  has  been  compelled  to  withdraw  from 
the  League  of  Nations  because  of  their  failure  to 
agree  in  their  opinions  on  the  fundamental  principles 
of  p^esc-rvire  peace  in  East  Asia,  although  Japan's 
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attitude  tov'ard  China  may  at  tir.os  differ  iron  that 
of  foreign  countries,  such  differences  canrot  be 
evaded,  owing  to  Jap'n*s  "osition  and  mission. 

"It  goes  without  saying  that  Japan  at  all 
times  is  endeavorinr  to  maintain  and  promote  her 
friendly  relations  with  foreign  nations,  but  >- 1  the 
same  time  we  consider  it  only  natural  that,  to  keep 
peace  ar.d  order  ir.  East  Asia,  v;e  must  even  act  alone 
on  our  cy,t.  responsibility  ar.d  it  is  our  duty  to  per¬ 
form  it.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  no  country  but 
China  which  is  ir.  a  position  to  share  with  Japan  the 
responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  in  Last 
Asia.  Accordingly,  unification  of  China,  preserva¬ 
tion  of  her  territorial  integrity,  as  well  as  res¬ 
toration  of  order  in  that  country,  arc  most  ardently 
desired  by  Janan.  History  shows  that  these  can  be 
attained  through  no  other  means  than  the  awakening 
and  the  voluntary  efforts  of  China  herself.  V.e 
oppose  , therefore, any  attempt  on  the  port  of  China 
to  avail  herself  of  the  influence  of  any  other 


country  in  order  to  l’esist  Japans  •  e  also  oppose 
nnv  action  taken  bv  China,  calculated  to  play  one 
power  against  another.  Any  joint  operations  under¬ 
taken  by  foreign  rovers  over,  in  the  name  of  technical 
or  financial  assistance  at  this  particular  moment 
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aftc-r  the  Manchurian  end  Shanghai  Incidents  are 
bound  to  acquire  political  significance.  Undertak¬ 
ings  of  such  nature,  if  carried  through  to  the  end, 
must  give  rise  to  com-,  lications  that  might  eventually 
necessitate  discussion  of  problems  like  fixing  spheres 
of  influence  o^  even  international  control  or  division 
of  China,  which  would  be  the  greatest  possible  mis¬ 
fortune  for  China  and  at  the  same  time  would  have  the 
most  serious  repercussion  upon  Japan  and  East  Asia." 

TrX  PRESIDENT:  Could  we  ]  ave  the  exhibit 
number  of  the  statement,  if  it  is  already  tendered? 

Mi.  KEENAN:  I  can  bring  it  to  you  immedi¬ 
ately  at  the  beginning  of  next  session.  I  have  all 
those  exhibits.

instructors  or  military  advisors  to  China  or  contract¬ 
ing  a  loan  to  provide  funds  for  political  uses,  would 
obviously  tend  to  alienate  the  friendly  relations  be¬ 
tween  Japan  and  China  and  other  countries  and  to  dis¬ 
turb  peace  and  order  in  East  Asia.  Japan  will  o^ose 

such  projects. 

"The  fore- going  ettitude  of  J'can  should  be 
cierr  from  the  policies  she  has  pursued  in  the  past. 

But,  on  account  of  the  fact  that  positive  movements 
for  joint  action  in  China  by  foreign  rowers  under  one 
pretext  or  another  are  reported  to  be  on  foot,  it  is 
deemed  not  inappropriate  to  reiterate  her  policy  at 
this  time." 

THE  Y'lTIIF.SS:  (Reading^ 

"On  December  29,  1934,  while  HIROTA  was  still 
Foreign  Minister,  Japan  gave  formal  notice  of  its 
intention  to  withdraw  at  the  end  of  1936  from  the 
Fa.vr.l  Limitation  Treaty  signed  at  ‘  rshington  on 
February  6,  1933 •" 

I.S.  LOGAN:  If  the  Tribunal  please,  I  object 
to  the  witness  reading  the  next  sentence  in  that  para¬ 
graph  and  the  paragraph  which  follows  it  on  the  ground 
they  are  conclusions,  and,  certainly,  those  conclusions 
are  something  which  the  Court  should  determine  and 
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this  witness  should  not  be  cc-rmitted  to  reed  them. 

TKI-  PRISIDFKT:  The  witness  acrtainly  has  drawn 
conclusions  which  the  Court,  of  course,  will  drew  for 
itself.

MR.  KEEHAli;  Mr.  President,  mieht  I  respectful- 
ly  rdvise  the  Tribune  1  of  the  position  of  the  prosecu¬ 
tion,  the t  this  witness  is  more  then  rn  expert.  He  is 
the:  representative  of  thr  United  States  of  Americn 
ot  these  prime  negotiations  preceding  the  outbreak  of 
v/er  rnd  while,  of  course,  none  of  his  comments,  de¬ 
ductions  or  conclusions  or o  offered  fs  being  in  any 
mr liner  attempting  to  convince  the  Court  of  the  truth

HR.  KEENAN:  He  is  steting,  Mr.  President, 
the  position  of  the  United  States  of  America  taken 
in  the  month  of  June  and  July,  August  and  September 
end  later  in  lc41  with  no  desire  or  purpose  of 
attempting  through  his  testimony  —

"In  1918,  Japan  entered  into  an  inter¬ 
allied  arrangement  whereby  forces,  not  exceeding 
about  7,000  by  any  one  power,  were  to  be  sent  to 
Siberia  to  guard  military  stores  which  might  be  sub¬ 
sequently  needed  by  Russian  forces,  to  help  the  Rus¬ 
sians  in  the  organization  of  their  ovm  s'-'lf-defonse , 
and  to  aid  the  evacuating  Czechoslovakian  forces  in 
Siberia.

fulfilling  the  obligations  in  accordance  with  the  said 
interpretation. 

'"III.  Action  toward  a  peaceful  settle¬ 
ment  betv/een  Japan  and  China. 

'"Both  Governments,  taking  cognizance  of 
the  fact  that  the  settlement  of  the  China  Affair 
has  a  vital  bearing  upon  the  peace  of  the  entire  Pa¬ 
cific  area  and  consequently  upon  that  of  the  world, 
will  endeavor  to  expedite  a  rapid  realization  of  the 
settlement  of  the  said  Affair. 

'"The  Government  of  the  United  States,  rec- 
opnizing  the  effort  and  the  sincere  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  Japanese  Government  concerning  the  peace¬ 
ful  settlement  of  the  China  Affair,  will,  v/ith  the 
intention  of  facilitating  the  realization  of  the 
settlement,  render  its  good  offices  in  order  that  the 
Chungking  Government  may  promptly  enter  into  negoti¬ 
ations  with  the  Government  of  Japan  for  a  termination 
of  hostilities  and  a  resumption  of  peaceful  rela¬ 
tions,  and  will  refrain  from  resorting  to  any  meas¬ 
ures  and  actions  which  might  hamper  the  measures  and 
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efforts  of  the  Government  of  Japan  directed  toward 
the  settlement  of  the  China  Affair, 

"'The  Government  of  Japan  maintains  that 
the  basic  general  terms  of  peace  for  the  settlement 
of  the  China  Affair  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  prin¬ 
ciples  embodied  in  the  KONOVE  statement,  and  those 
agreements  between  Japan  and  China  and  those  matters 
which  have  been  put  into  effect  in  accordance  with 
the  said  statement;  that  the  economic  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  Japan  and  China  will  be  carried  on  by  peaceful 
means  and  in  conformity  with  the  principle  of  non¬ 
discrimination  in  the  international  commercial  rela¬ 
tions  and  also  with  the  principle  of  especially  close 
relationship  which  is  natural  between  neighboring 
countries;  and  that  the  economic  activities  of  third 
Powers  in  China  will  not  be  excluded  so  long  as  they 
are  pursued  on  an  equitable  basis, 

"'Note:  There  Is  appended  a  draft  of  the 
basic  terms  of  peace  between  Japan  and  China, 

"'IV.  Commerce  between  Japan  and  the 
United  States, 

"'Doth  Governments  agree  to  take  without 
delay  measures  necessary  for  resuming  normal  trade  re¬ 
lations  between  the  two  countries, 

"'Both  Governments  guarantee  each  other 
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that  they  will,  as  the  first1  of  the  meas¬ 
ures  envisaged  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  discontin¬ 
ue  immediately  the  measures  of  freezing  assets  nov; 
being  enforced,  and  that  they  will  supply  mutually 
such  commodities  as  arc,  respectively,  available  and 
required  by  cither  of  them. 

■"V.  Economic  problems  in  the-  Southwestern 
Pacific  area. 

"’Eoth  Governments  mutually  pledge  them¬ 
selves  that  the  economic  activities  of  Japan  ana  the 
United  States  in  the  Southwestern  Pacific  area  shall 
be  carried  on  by  peaceful  means  and  in  conformity 
with  the  principle  of  non-discrimination  in  the  in¬ 
ternational  commercial  relations  in  pursuance  of  the 
policy  stated  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  both  Govern¬ 
ments  agree  to  cooperate  each  with  the  other  towards 
the  creation  of  conditions  of  international  trade  and 
international  investment  under  which  both  countries 
will  have  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  secure  through 
the  trade  process  the  means  of  acquiring  those  roods 
and  commodities  which  each  country  needs  for  the 
safeguarding  and  development  of  its  own  economy. 

’"Both  Governments  will  amicably  cooperate 
for  the  conclusion  and  execution  of  agreements  with 
the  Powers  concerned  in  regard  to  the  production  and 
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supply,  on  the  basis  of  non-discrimination,  of  such 
specific  commodities  as  oil,  rubber,  nickel,  and  tin. 

"'VI.  The  policies  of  both  nations  affoct- 
inr  political  stabilization  in  the  Pacific  area. 

"'Both  Governments,  taking  cognizance  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  stab¬ 
ilize  promptly  the  situation  in  the-  Southwestern  Pac¬ 
ific  area,  undertake  not  to  resort  to  any  measures 
and  actions  which  may  ioopardizc  such  stabilization. 
The  Government  of  Japan  v/ill  not  make  any  armed  ad¬ 
vancement,  using  French  Indo-China  as  a  base,  to  any 
adjacent  area  thereof  (excluding  China),  and  upon  the 
establishment  of  an  equitable  peace  In  the  Facific 
area,  will  withdraw  its  troops  which  arc  now  stationed 
in  French  Indo-China. 

"'The  Government  of  the.  United  States  will 
alleviate  its  military  measures  in  the  Southwestern 
Pacific  area. 

"'Both  Governments  declare  that  they  respect 
the  sovereignty  ar.d  territorial  integrity  of  Thailand 
and  Net her land  East  Indies,  and  that  they  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  conclude  an  agreement  concerning  the  neutral¬ 
ization  of  the  Philippine  Islands  when  its  indepen¬ 
dence  will  have  been  achieved.

MR,  HIGGINS:  I  read  prosecution  exhibit 

No.  1245-G: 
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'"ORAL  STATEMENT  HANDED  BY  THE  SECRETARY 
OF  STATE  TO  THE  JAPANESE  AMBASSADOR  (NOMURA)  ON 
OCTOBER  2,  1941. 

" '  (V/ashington)  October  2,  1941 

"’Reference  is  made  to  the  proposals  of  the 
Japanese-  Government  communicated  on  September  6,  1941, 
bv  the  Japanese  Ambassador  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  to  statements  relating  thereto  subsequently  com¬ 
municated  to  this  Government  by  the  Japanese  Govern¬ 
ment. 

"'Thoughtful  study  has  been  given  to  the 
communications  to  which  reference  is  made,  and  in 
connection  with  that  study  careful  review  has  been 
made  of  other  communications  previously  received 
from  the  Japanese  Government  on  the  same  subject. 

On  the  basis  of  this  study  observations  are  offered 
as  follows: 

"'The  Government  of  the  United  States  wel¬ 
comed,  as  affording  a  possible  opportunity  for  further¬ 
ing  the  broad-gauge  objectives  and  principles  of  a 
program  of  peace,  the  Japanese  Government's  suggest¬ 
ions  made  through  its  Ambassador  here  in  the  early 
part  of  August  that  there  be  held  a  meeting  of  the 
responsible  heads  of  the  Japanese  Government  and  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  discuss  means 
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for  bringing  about  an  ad justment  of  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  Japan  and  that  there  be  resumed 
the  informal  cor versaticrs  which  had  been  in  prog¬ 
ress  between  the  two  countries  to  ascertain  whether 
there  existed  a  basis  for  negotiations  relative  to 
a  peaceful  settlement  covering  the  entire  Pacific 
situation. 

" 'Accordingly ,  in  the  reply  rade  by  the 
President  on  August  17,  1941,  to  the  Japanese  Am¬ 
bassador  the  view  was  expressed  that  such  informal 
cor  versatior.s  would  naturally  envisage  the  working 
out  of  a  Progressive  program  attainable  by  peaceful 
means;  that  such  a  program  would  involve  the  appli¬ 
cation  in  the  entire  Pacific  area  of  the  principle  of 
equality  of  commercial  opportunity  and  treatment, 
thus  making  possible  access  by  all  countries  to  raw 
materials  and  to  all  other  essential  commodities, 
and-  there  were  described  the  advantages  which  would 
flow  to  all  countries,  including  Japan,  from  the 
adoption  of  such  a  program.  In  conclusion,  it  was 
stated  that  if  the  Japanese  Government  were  in  posi¬ 
tion  to  embark  upon  a  peaceful  program,  for  the 
Pacific  along  the  lines  of  the  program  and  principles 
to  which  the  United  States  is  committed,  this  Govern¬ 
ment  would  be  prepared  to  consider  resumption  of  the 
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informal  exploratory  discussions  ard  would  be  glad 
to  erdeavor  to  arrange  a  suitable  time  and  place  to 
exchange  views. 

"’In  the  light  of  the  broad  purposes  and 
fundamental  principles  which  this  Government  holds, 
it  was  gratifying  to  the  President  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States  to  receive  the  message  of 
the  Prime  Ilinister  and  the  statement  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Japan  on  August  28,  1941,  containing  state¬ 
ments  expressing  Japan’s  desire  and  intent  to  pursue 
cour-es  of  peace  in  harmony  with  the  fundamental 
principles  to  which  the  people  and  Government  of  the 
United  States  are  committed.  In  its  statement  the 
Japanese  Government  gave,  with  some  qualifications, 
broad  assurances  of  its  peaceful  intent,  including 
a  comprehensive  assurance  that  the  Japanese  Govern¬ 
ment  has  no  intention  of  using  without  provocation 
military  force  against  any  neighboring  nation.  The 
Japanese  Government  declared  that  it  supported  the 
program  and  principles  which  had  been  briefly  out¬ 
lined  by  the  President  not  only  as  applicable  to  the 
Pacific  area  but  also  as  a  program  for  the  entire 


world. 


"’The  Government  of  the  United  States,  while 


desiring  to  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible  with 
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consideration  of  arrangements  for  a  meeting  between 
the  heads  of  state,  felt  it  desirable,  in  order  to 
assure  that  t  at  meeting  would  accomplish  the  ob¬ 
jective  in  view,  to  clarify  the  interpretation  of  cer¬ 
tain  principles  ar.d  the  practical  application  thereof 
to  concrete  problems  in  the  Pacific  area.  It  has 
not  been  the  purpose  of  this  Government  tc  enter  into 
a  discussion  of  details;  this  Government  has  felt, 
however,  that  the  clarification  sought  would  afford 
a  means  of  expediting  our  effort  to  arrive  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  minds. 

"'On  September  3,  194-1,  the  President  in 
giving  reply  to  the  Japanese  Ambassador  expressed  in 
earnest  desire  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
to  collaborate  in  efforts  to  make  effective  in  practice 
the  principles  to  which  the  Japanese  Government  made 
reference.  The  President  reiterated  the  four  princi¬ 
ples  regarded  by  this  Government  as  the  foundation 
upon  which  relations  betv/een  nations  should  properly 
rest.  Those  principles  are: 

'"1.  Respect  for  the  territorial  integrity 
and  the  sovereignty  of  each  and  all  nations. 

"'2.  Suprort  of  the  principle  of  non-inter¬ 
ference  in  the  internal  affairs  of  other  countries. 

'"3.  Support  of  the  principle  of  equality, 
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(  including  equality  of  commercial  opportunity. 

"'4.  Non-disturbance  of  the  status  cuo  in 
^  the  Pacific  except  as  the  status  quo  may  be  altered 

4  bv  peaceful  means. 

5  "’The  President  pointed  out  that  in  order

Japanese  Ambassador  on  September  6,  1941,  which  the 
Japanese  Government  apparently  intended  should  con¬ 
stitute  a  concrete  basis  for  discussions,  appeared  to 
disclose  divergence  in  the  concepts  of  the  two  Govern¬ 
ments.  That  is  to  say,  those  rroposcals  ar.d  the  sub¬ 
sequent  explanatory  statements  made  ,1c  rogard  thereto 
serve,  ir.  the  opinion  of  this  Government,  to  narrow 
and  restrict  not  only  the  application  of  the  principles 
upon  which  our  informal  conversations  already  referred 
tc  had  been  based  but  also  the  various  assurances  given 
by  the  Japanese  Government  of  its  de-sire  to  move  along 
with  the  United  c tones  in  putting  into  operation  a 
broad  progra-i  leasing  to  the  eeta-iishraent  and  main¬ 
tenance  cf  peace  and  stability  in  the  entire  Pacific 
area.  '» 
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"’As  has  already  been  said,  the  various 
broad  assurances  given  by  the  Japanese  Premier  and 
the  Japanese  Government  are  highly  gratifying.  In 
putting  forward  its  attitude  of  peaceful  intent  to- 
ward  other  nations,  the  Japanese  Government  Qualified 
its  assurances  with  certain  phrases  the  need  for 
1  hich  is  not  easily  understood.  It  is  difficult  to 
conceive  of  there  developing  under  present  circum¬ 
stances  in  any  of  the  territories  neighboring  French 
Indo-China,  in -Thailand  or  in  the  Soviet  Union  any 
aggressive  threat  or  provocation  to  Japan.  The  in¬ 
alienable  right  of  self-defense  is,  of  course,  well 
recognised  by  all  n  tions  •’nd  there  could  '’rise  in 
some  minds  a  Question  as  to  .lust  what  the  Japanese 
Government  has  in  view  in  circumscribing  its  assur¬ 
ances  of  peaceful  intent  with  wh^t  would  seem  to  be 
unnecessary  qualifying  phrases. 

"’In  the  informal  conversations  there  was 
tentatively  arrived  at  a  formula  in  regard  to  econom¬ 
ic  policy  (Section  V  of  the  draft  understanding), 
which  provided  th^t  Japanese  activity  and  American 
activity  in  the  Pacific  area  shall  be  carried  on  by 
peaceful  means  and  in  conformity  with  the  principle 
of  non-discrimination  in  international  commercial 
relations.  In  the  Japanese  Government’s  proposals  of 
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September  6  nnd  in  subseouent  communications  from  the 
Japanese  Government  the  commitments  contained  in  that 
formula  were  restricted  to  the  countries  of  the  South¬ 
west  Pacific  area  (not  the  Pacific  area  as  a  whole). 

In  reference  to  China,  the  Japanese  Government  states 
that  it  will  resrect  the  principle  of  non-discrimina¬ 
tion,  but  the  explanation  given  in  regard  to  this 
point  would  seem  to  be  open  to  the  implication  th  t 
the  Japanese  Government  has  in  mind  some  limitation 
upon  the  application  of  this  principle  occasioned  by 
reasons  of  Japan's  geographical  propinquity  to  China. 

I 

"'Obviously,  it  would  not  be  likely  to  serve 
the  p  •  pose®  affirmed  by  the  Japanese  Government  or  by 
this  Government  if  either  the  United  States  or  Japan 
were  to  pursue  one  course  or  policy  in  certain  areas 
while  at  the  same  time  pursuing  an  opposite  course  or 
policy  in  other  areas. 

"'This  Government  has  noted  the  views  of  the^ 
Japanese  Government  in  support  of  its  desire  to  sta¬ 
tion  troops  for  an  indeterminate  ppriod  in  certain 
ere*s  of  China.  Entirelv  apart  from  the  Question  of 
the  reasons  for  such  a  proposal,  the  inclusion  of  such 
a  provision  in  the  proposed  terms  of  a  peaceful  settle¬ 
ment  between  Japan  °nd  China  at  a  time  when  Japan  is 
in  military  occupation  of  large  areas  in  China  is 
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open  to  certain  objections.  For  example,  when  a 

country  in  military  occupation  of  territory  of  another 

country  proposes  to  the  second  country  the  continued 

stationing  of  troops  of  tho  first  country  in  certain 

are^s  os  a  condition  for  n  peaceful  settlement  and 

thus  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  occupotionary  forces 

from  other  nre^s,  such  procedure  would  seem  to  be  out 

of  keeping  with  the  progressive  and  enlightened 
* 

courses  and  orinciples  which  were  discussed  in  the  in¬ 
formal  conversations  and  thus  would  not,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Government,  make  for  peace  or  offer 
prospects  of  stability. 

" ’It  is  believed  that  a  clear-cut  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  Japan's  indention  in  regard  to  the  withdrawal 
of  Japanese  troons  from  China  *nd  French  Indo-China 
would  be  most  helpful  in  making  krtown  —  in  particu¬ 
lar  to  those  who  might  be  Inclined  to  be  critical  — 
Japan's  oeaceful  intentions  and  Japan's  desire  to 
follow  courses  calculated  to  establish  a  sound  .basis 
for  future  stability  *nd  progress  in  the  Pacific  area. 

"'With  reference  to  the  attitude  of  each 
country  toward  the  European  war,  this  Government  has 
nct^d  with  appreciation  the  further  step  tr'ken  bv  the 
Japanese  Government  to  meet  the  difficulties  inherent 
in  this  aspect  of  the  relations  between  the  two  count- 
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ri.es.  It  is  believed  that  it  would  be  helpful  if 
the  Japanese  Government  could  >.ive  further  study  to 
the  question  of  possible  additional  clarification  of 
its  position. 

"'In  the  exchanges  of  views  which  have  taken 
place  between  the  two  Governments  in  an  effort  to 
reach  an  agreement  in  principle  upon  fundamental 
quest J.'jas  in  order  to  prepare  the  ground  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  meeting  of  the  responsible  chiefs  of  government, 
this  Government  has  endeavored  to  make  clear  that  what 
it  envisages  is  a  comprehensive  program  calling  for 
the  applic  tion  uniformly  tc  th»  entire  Pacific  area 
of  liberal  and  progressive  principles.  From  what 
the  Japanese  Government  has  so  far  indicated  in  re¬ 
gard  to  its  purposes  this  Government  derives  the  im¬ 
pression  that  the  Japanese  Government  has  in  mind  a 
program  which  would  be  circumscribed  by  the  imposition 
of  qualifications  and  exceptions  to  the  actual  appli¬ 
cation  of  those  principles. 

"'If  this  Impression  is  correct,  can  the 
Japanese  Government  feel  that  a  meeting  between  the 
responsible  heads  of  government  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  v'ould  be  likely  to  contribute  to  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  high  purposes  which  we  have  mutually  had 
in  mind?" 
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"’As  already  stated,  this  Government  wel¬ 
comed  the  assurances  contained  In  the  statement  of  the 
Japanese  Government  which  accompanied  the  Japanese 
Prime  Mlnister’-s  message  to  the  President  of  the 
United  Stn'  >s  that  the  Japanese  Government  subscribed 
to  th*  principles  which  have  long  been  advocated  by 
this  Government  as  the  onlv  aound  basis  for  stable 
International  relations.  This  Government  believes 
that  renewed  consideration  of  these  fundcamental 
principles  may  be  helpful  In  our  effort  to  seek  a 
meeting  of  minds  In  regard  to  the  essential  questions 
on  which  we  seek  agreement  and  thus  lay  a  firm  founda¬ 
tion  for  n  meeting  between  the  responsible  heads  of 
the  two  Governments.  *he  subject  of  the  meeting  pro¬ 
posed  b’'  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  objectives  sought 
have  engaged,  end  continue  to  engage,  the  close  and 
active  interest  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  it  is  the  Present's  earnest  hope  that  discussion 
of  the  fundamental  questions  may  be  so  developed  that 
such  a  meeting  can  be  held.  It  Is  also  the  President’s 
hope  that  the  Japanese  Government  shares  the  convic¬ 
tion  of  this  Government  that,  If  the  Governments  of 
Japan  and  of  the  United  States  are  resolved  to  give 
those  principles  practical  and  comprehensive  applica¬ 
tion,  the  two  Governments  can  work  out  a  fundamental 
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rehabilitation  of  the  relations  between  the  United 
States  nnd  Japan  and  contribute  to  the  bringing  about 
of  a  lasting  pence  with  Justice,  equity  and  erder  in 
the  whole  Pacific  area,’" 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  will  adjourn  now  until 
half-past  nine  tomorrow  morning.
